Bi-oodt Resti.t of Miscegenation. — The 
beautiful and quiet neighborhood of Rocky 
Neck, Greenwich, says the New York World, 
which has of late years become more general! v 
known to New Yorkers as the summer abode of 
tbe Americns Club, and rapidlv growing in fa- 
vor as a cool and heaUhful resort, was on Sat- 
urday night shocked by an attack of rowdies, 
most of them quite young men. and the shoot- 
ing of their leader by an old negro woman, 
whose son and daughter they attempted to mal- 
treat. The circumstances are these: 

William Henn (genervtlv known as Jacksonl 
Davtnport, son of “old Blaek Joe,” residing on 
the part of Rnckv Nick leading to the club 
gronrd, won. some two vrar» since, the heart of 
an Irish maiden, who, despite the antipathies 
and threatening* of her people joined her lot 
to bis. Jackson is a fine, ab!e-bodii d negro of 
tweriv-five years, possessing considerable inlel 
ligenee He and his wi'e continued to live at 
bis father’s bonse on the Neck he having Ira- 
prt vised an ice-creem and sarsaparilla salo <n 
for the nse of the club in the 'nmrn«r. and fot- 
lowirg tbe ovster bnsiness at No, 191 Attoroea 
street in the winter. The family wrre consid- 
ered peaceable aed industrious — obhoaib.j ldir- 
ing from the remarks of one of the jurors, there 
was a tendency to quarrelsomeness in Jackson, 
probably originating, however, in being coo 
s antlv set upon and worried bv cert ain row- 
dies of the town, to whom the fact of miaceg 
enation gave great umbrage Th -y could not 
admit of Biddv— we ask her pardon. EMen Lou ■ 
ist— erjoving her jiecnliar love of color nnm - 
lested. Tbe natural an ta eon ism between the 
race* found its legitimate culmination tn the 
altack of Saturday night- A partv of some 
sixteen or eighteen, headed bv the unfortunate 
deceased, a returned soldier named Ludlam 
Chard, who bad served in the 10‘.h C mnectiont 
regiment, and who. with his companions had 
made too free with the whiskv bottle, sallied 
forth about IB o’d ck, with tbe declared in ten ■ 
lion of “whipping the nieger and sending the 
white wench out of the State;” or. as oue of 
tbe gang expressed it “giving her some ad- 
vice ” What shape their “advice” might have 
taken bad they succeeded in their design, it is 
m-t easy to see. gome proposed to whitewash 
Jackson and give a coat of black to 
his wife, with anv other harmlest pleas- 
antries that might suggest themselve* to 
the plavfnl rowdy imagination. The fam- 
ilv of Davenport bad been warned of the 
intended “surprise partv” which awaited them, 
at d Jackson hnd alreadv. three weeks ago. got 
a foretaste of their intentions by a partv («tr ex- 
posed to be some of the same) breaking into 
an ice cream saloon he bad at tbe depot, and 
destroying all tbe contents. They were, there- 
fore, on their guard so far as to" keen a pis'oi 
and dil'ipida'ed double-barreled gun (one nip- 
ple broken) on the premises When the pv-tv 
reached the bonee. all the Inmates were in bed. 
except the old woman, aged between fiftv and 
sixty. 8be me - their demand for Jackson and 
bis wife (the “white wench”) by th-eatening to 
►hoot anv one who attacked the house, and fir- 
ing a warning shot over their heads. Scared 
bv this reception thev retired; but, urged bv 
Chard and some others, again returned, throw- 
ing stones, and threatening to kill Jackson 
Another harmless shot was fired, whether bv 
Jackson or bis mother the testimony is contra 
dictory. Again tbe cowardlv assailants (we 
must use the adjective, although the unt r- 
tunate deceased may have fought, and 
doubtless did, as bravelv aa the best, 
when under bis country's banner and in a good 
cause) fell back; but a third time some of them 
renewed tbe attack, and then the old mother, 
who in tbe mean while had been struck with a 
stone, fired into their midst, shooting Ludlam 
Chard, tbe oldest, and apparentlv tbe leader of 
the gang. A slug penetrated over the left ear. 
going through the base of the brain and out at 
tbe opposite side He fell into a hole Bear the 
house, never spoke, and expired in about fifteen 
minutes Tbe party dispe sed. Dr J tines H. 
Hoyt was sent for, and soon arrived, but too 
fate to render anv aid to the deceased M<\ 
Dayton, the constable, came up m tbe scene in 
about half an hour; found the colored family al 1 
in the bouse and took them into custody— no 
violence being offered 8 ime members of the 
Americas Club hearing the firing came over, 
and tbe body wa* conveyed to the house. Tne 
deceased was a single man. 

Tbe coroner’s jury, after hearing the evi 
dmce. returned a verdict of justifiable botni 
elde. One of the jury addressed the prisoners 
as ful'ows: 

While tbe jurv Justifv yon and vonr mother 
•n lb’* matter. I deem it proper to state that we 
feel that tour conduct in this community has 
been very improper, that you have done an act. 
in miming a white wrman. and living with 
her in a bouse with others of your own color, 
that tends to excite tbe strong disapprobation 
of citterns. We feel that, although there Is no 
lawjikgainst it,it is a very great impropriety.and 
we feel that your conduct in other respects 
among the community is such as to expose von 
to injury; that you are in imminent danger in 
G'eenwieh, notwithstanding all the care and 
protection which the substantial men ot the 
town, such as are on this jury, can afford and 
will continue to afford, to the best of our abil- 
ity to every man in tbe enjoyment of his lib- 
erty and property. 8.iU yon" are exposed to 
imminent danger by your course of conduct; 
tbe fact of your carrying a pistol, and vonr 
keeping a house where people of both colors 
■ eeort. If yon consul: your own safetv. 

and the good of the community, you will 
change your course of couducl If I were 
vou I would go away from here I do 
Dot ask yon to leave your wife Tnat is a con- 
tract we cannot Interfere with. Only the 
isw* of tbe laud can divorce you. Bit, for your 
I ■e rectal safety and the personal safetv of your 
wife, you should be very careful in what you 
sav and do. If you remain here, avoid haviog 
any words with anv one. We feel that you 
have been doing a great wrong In the com-nu • 
nitv. We know some of them; and while we 
discharge yon and your mother from all blame 
in this art. we wish yon to distinctly understand 
that for some of your proceeding* you deserve 
severe censure, tnd you had better change en- 
tirely your whole course of conduct, acd be 
careful hereafter not to provoke any one, or 
have snr qnsrre). My advice to vou. as a friend, 
would be to leave Greenwich, yet I wish it un- 
derstood that while you live in Greenwich I 
shall do ev> rytbing in my power to pro'ert you, 
as every other man, in the possess! n of your 
bouse, "and any one who aim* from outride to 
assault you inn-t take the penaltv. What a 
fearful and sudden penaltv it has been in this 
case we all see, and it should be a warning to 
the vonng men of Greenwich. Be sure that 
< on take these remarks from us in the spirit of 
ktndDesa. 

Dr Hoyt said be had nothing to add. but to 
fnllv coincide with tbe rem irks of Mr. B itton. 
He hoped tbe prisoner would avoid quarreling 
Jackson Davenport— Why, 6ir. I never had 
any quarrel with any of them till they attacked 
me. 

Dr Hoyt — I was sorrv to sec the demonstra- 
tion I did at vour bouse, after the shooting. 
You seemed rather to glory iu the act, and did 
not contemplate it as a horrid one. although, 
perhaps, necessary for your protection, as yon 
conceived, Is yet one that must prove a dread 
ard terror to you while you live. The idea of 
taking tbe life of a fellow being, even under 
circumstances of self-defense, is no light or 
trifling thing. Ton have by the merest acci- 
dent been saved from results that might place 
'on lieyond tbe pale of society. Yon see by the 
action "of tne jury that if we "disapprove of your 
lift — as we must by the usages of society" and 
laws of decency — yet we want to do you toll 
justice. 

Davenport and hk mother (who was tetained 
in custody down at her house) were then dis- 
charged. 

The Empress Kcgesir. — Pans, July 82 —

Paris. The departure of their Majesties for 
Fi ntainl leau is continually deferred. The Em- 
press, f r the last few months, has been playing 
altogether a new part; instead of being re- 
markable merely for the splendor, elegance, 
and good taste of her toilettes in her daily ap- 
pearance in public, her Majesty is now cited as 
a model of benevolence, and of attention to the 
-erious affairs of life. Her dress, when she 
nkes her drive, is extr* nielv simple, generally 
af black silk, with a very plain oonnet. She 
carries, almost always, a green silk parasol — an 
article which in former years was a special ob- 
ject of luxury and exjiense with her. Certain 
l«eiple — doubtless those iD whom the wish is 
-ther to tbe thought— see in this change in the 
Empress's habits a praeage of the death of tbe 
Emperor — whom they insist, in spite of bi* ro- 
nust appearance, has a grave and incurable 
malady—atid a preparation of the public for 
be regency. Be it as It may. every effort is 
made to keep her Majesty before the public «s 
'be originator of beneficent or generous enter- 



prises. It is remarked, also, that tbe Emperor 
and Empress were never seen so freqnentlv to- 
gether in public; aiwavs apjx-ariog in high 



spirits, talking with tbe greatest animation. 

I be presence of tbeir Majesties in tbe citv is 
necessary to save it from almost dullness, de- 
prived as we are just now of the class of British- 
ers wbo usually swnrm and flock across the 
channel at this season, detained at home by 
ibeir elections.

Murder of Explorers in 8orrn Austra- 
lia — The 8ru'h Australian Register of Mav 
26th gives the following new.* t 
Our latest newspapers from Western Austra- 
lia contain disheat tri ing account* from Camden 
Harbor Tbe place L to bs abandoned a* early as 
possible, on account of the want of fresh water 
snd the coarseness of the pasturage. The sub- 
joined extract from the report ot the Govern 
Dint Re-frent wpl show the state of thing* 
which he tonnd there; “Tbe grass wa* coarse 
and latched, end tbe country' stony and rockv 
to an extraordinary degree, and the heat of the 
Dcks was *o great the feet of animals feeding 
became aflbeted " A* to the settlers, be savs: 

• All were misters — there were no servant* 
Every man’s lmsire«s was no man's business; 
the sheep and otber stock were neglected 
allowed to wander scorched to death by tbe 
tn picai hratf, chilled to death bv the tropical 
tfiii s, inmed bv the sharp, burning stones, 
s tat ved by lie innutritions grass, killed b\ the 
native dogs, or lost forever in the bush. Hay. 

> run. bismit, and bacon were carried away bv 
tbe high tides, acd left rotting on the sea 
sfo’C ” I’nt the worst part of the matter is 
that tlie three explorers (Messrs P inter Hird- 
irg, snd Goldwyer) have been murdered by the 
aboriginies. 

Tbe following statement as to their death 
was received from a native who knew the mur 
del ere: 

T1 e natives followed them (the explorers), 
keeping out of sight, and then watched them 
until all fell asleep, when, with increased num- 
bers, they stole upon them. Muck spears 
through them all. and tried to keep them pinned 
to the ground, but without success, as thev got 
on their feet. In spite of their wounds and all 
the efforts made to prevent them, and killed 
fifteen of the natives, and succeeded in driving 
the rest awav. These, knowing ihe white men 
to be mortally wounded, collected more n atives, 
who were all through the night gathering from 
ail quarters, and returned betore daylight, this 
tine overpowering tbe white men, who were 
then unable to offer much resistauc*, bv rush- 
ing upon them with spears and club stick*. 
Thev next dav killed the horses with clubs. 
They have not touched an article belonging to 
tbe wbi'e men. 

Tbi* information is believed bv the author! 
ties to be too trne Thus another chapter i* 
added to tbe lone list of disasters incurred by 
Australian explorers.

The party went to Grass Lake on 
Monday, the 24th ult , and put up at a hotel 
kei t by Elijah Wheaton Thev remained ther* 
all the week, spending mouev freely, the wo- 
men doing tbeir fall share in that line Short, 
it is said, had $1 00B. and Henry also had a 
lirpe ano tint of money m Ms po*-es*lon. 

On Sunday evening, about 8 o'clock, one of 
the women, In furtheraice of a no doubt previ- 
ously concocted plan, took upon herself the 
hellish purpose of murdering 8hort by poi*on- 
ing his liquor. Procuring a quantity of mor- 
phine. she mixed U with a drink he was about 
to take. and. not suspecting anything wrong, 
be quaffed tbe poison off at a draught. In a 
short time he became ill, and kept growing 
worse until 1 o’clock, when he died, having 
suffered untold agonies. The next morning, 
on search tieing instituted, no money could be 
found on his person. Meantime. Henry and 
tbe two females had made preparations to de- 
part on tbe cars, leaving Short to be buried at 
tbe landlord's expense To this arrangement 
be would got submit, and a difficulty en*ued. 

A citizen of Grass Lake named Divtd Srnolk 
inteiested himself for the landlord, and the 
matter was apparentlv settled by Henry and the 
women leaving scfficient money with the land- 
lord to burv the murdered man. 

After this, Smolk, Henrv, and the females 
adjourned to a grocery to take a drink, which 
was done. 8molk suggested a second, which, 
after some loud talk, was complied with. 
Smolk swore that Henry should go a third 
treat, or be would prevent them from leaving 
Henry swore that “he be d — d if he would treat 
or drink aDy more.” This brought on high 
words and retaliatory threats, and when the 
excitement was at its height, Henry drew a 
knife, about six or eight inches long, and 
plunged it into Smolk's bi east, indicting a fatal 
wound He lingered about fifteen minntes, 
and, at half -past ten o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. breathed his last Henry was arrested 
immediately after committing the fatal act and 
detained until tbe next train for Jacks vn where 
be was sent.

tbe petit! ner. Among those " advocates 
is a young woman of fair proportions 
and engagir-g face, who does a brisk business, 
atd denominates herself a “female attorney.” 
Portia is realh indefatigable and persistent, and 
in presenting her case lavs down impressively 
srd emphatically that "the law allows it and 
tie court awards it.” Erro, “she must have 
wbat she seeks.” But let it “be recorded for a 
precedent ” that neither the fair Portia nor anv 
other pardon -advocate has such an entree at 
the White House, nor at the Attorney-General’s, 
ns will beget for the pardon- seeker anv special 
ffivir; and in general, let it further be recorded 
for a precedent, that the so called influential in- 
dividuals are generally dead weight, and act as 
an incubus ratber than an accelerating agent 
when they appear in anybody’s behalf. The 
p/oct ss of obtaining a pardon is very simple 
and brief, and no advocate is required. Au ap 
plication to tbe gentlemanly and obliging clerks 
in the Attorney-General’s office is onlv neces- 
sary to er able any intelligent person to under- 
stand and present his own case; and so far as 
tbe President is concerned, we can vouch for a* 
pleasant a reception to the veriest rebel of them 
all as to anv of tbe*e self ft' led influential lndi 
viduals — Wash Cor.

Tne de- 
sire to leave a country which has been reduced 
to such a deplorable c mdition as ours, and 
whose future has so little of hope. Is doubt!-** 
as wide-spread as 't is natural; but I doubt the 
propriety of this expatriation of so many of our 
best men. The veqy fact that our State Is pass- 
ing through so terrible an ordeal as at present 
should cause her eons to cling more closely to 
b< r My advice to all my fellow- citizens is that 
tbeyeboirld devote thefr" whole fcmtglc* iu tbe 
restoration of law and order, tha ge- establish- 
ment of agriculture snd commerce, the promo- 
tion of education, and the rebuilding of our 
cities and dwellings which have been laid in 
ashes. To accomplish these objects— the high- 
est that patriotism can conceive— I recommend 
that all who can do so should take the oath of 
allegiance to the United 8tates Government so 
that they may participate in the restoration of 
civil government to our State.

An Arabian Cm.— ' The sun was yet two 
hours' distance above the western horizon, 
» hen we treaded the narrow and winding de 
tile, till we arrived at its further end. Here we 
found ourselves on the verge of a large plain, 
manv miles in length and breadth, and girt on 
tverv side bv a high mountain rampart, while 
right in frrnt of us, at scarce a quarter of an 
hour's march, lay the town of Havel, sur- 
rounded bv fortifications of about twenty feet 
in height." with bastian towers, some round, 
some square, and large folding gates at Inter- 
vals; it offered the same show ot freshness, and 
even of something like irregular elegance, that 
bad before struck us In the villages on oar way. 
But this was a full grown town, and its area 
might readilv hold three hundred thousand in- 
habitants or’ more, were its streets and houses 
close ] lacked, like those of Brussels or Paris. 

But the number of citizens does not, in fact, 
exceed twenty or twenty-two thou*and. thanks 
to the manv iarge girdens, open spaces, and 
eveD plantations Included within the outer 
wails, while the immense palace of the monarch 
alone, with the pleasure grounds annexed, oc- 
cupies about one-tenth of the entire city. Oar 
attention was attracted bv a lofty tower, some 
seventy feet in height of recent construction 
and oval form, belonging to the royal residence. 
Tbe plain all around the town is studded with 
isolated houses and gardens, the property of 
wealthy citizens, or of members of the kingly 
family, and on the far off skirts of the plain ap- 
i>ear tbe groves belonging to Kalar, Adwah, 
and other villages, placed at the openings ot 
the mountain gorges that conduct to the capi- 

The town waits and buildings shone yellow 
in the evening sun. and tbe whole proepert was 
one of thriving security, delightful to view, 
though wanting in the peculiar luxuriance of 
vegetation offered by the valley of Djowf. A 
few Bedouin tents lay clustered close by the 
i a in (art 6, and the great number of horsemen, 
footmen, camels, asses, t>easants, townsmen, 
bovs. women, and otber like, all passing to and 
on" their various avocations, gave cheerfulness 
and animation to the scene —tendon Spectator.

Thk Life ok a Rucoh — Since the new* of | 
the d» at h of the late notorious “Bllv Mulligan” ! 
an < ffort has been made among hi* friend* and 1 
admirers to get up a meeting with a view of j 
pasting a series of resolutions complimentary | 
to the deceased On Wednesday evening a 
meeting was to have been held at the H <ne ! 
House, but for some unknown reason it fell j 
through, bnt two or three of the sporting fr.t- , 
ternitv being prerent. 

As it may be interesting to many we give a ! 
brief sketch of his life and doings in anil about 

this cltv. 

Mu ligan was born in the city of New Or- 
Ifant in tbe year 1822, and by trade a cooper. 
Soon after becoming of age "he betook him-elf 
to the life of a sport— his resort* being the 
g«mb)ii>g-tab!e, races, dog tights, and pneilisMc 
encounters. Finallv he tell in with J m Hughe* 
(now deceased), who made a t rt of confidant 
of him. and both opened a faro establishment, 
from which they accumulated qni’c a fortune. 
Mulligan’s money went treelv, he never allow- 
ing any otber man in his company to spend 
more money than himself. During the Mex’- 
can war he joined the arrav under old 7. ick 
Taylor, together with Jim Hughes and othe-s 
during which he displayed great bravery, and 
was looked upon as cne of the bravest men >n 
the army. After the war he relumed to this 
city, and, unfortunately, became engaged in a 
fight in a bar-room adjoining the Old Broad- 
way Theater, in which he so badlv heat a man 
that be was arrested and held to bail to answer, 
but upon the recovery of the injured partv. he 
was induced to let Mulligan off for a slight 
consideration, which was promptly paid At 
tbe time of the California excitement, Mnllig in 
was among tbe first to emigrate, and on hi* 
arrival in the gold region soon became the as- 
sociate of Fume of the most desperate men in 
the country. Making money rapidly, he be- 
came the leader of a gang of rounders, who 
made tt their business to visit various hotets, 
and never leave until tbev had got up a free 
fight and beat all the occupant*. He soon wa* j 
classed among tbe sports of the ring, although | 
never having entered one in nis life. The first ' 
fight lhat he became a partv to was that be- 
tween Thompson and John Morrissev. In 1855 
Mulligan met Yankee Sullivan in the Gibraltar 
Hotel, when a dispute arose between them re- 
garding a bet. Mulligan finally struck Sullivan, 
knocking him dow n, and before the two could 
be fcj arated. Sullivan wa* badly beaten and 
kicked about the head and face. The result of 
tbi* fight was the topic of public conversation 
far several days about town, and Mulligan rose 
high in the estimation of the sporting frater- 
nity as a fighter. Up to the time of the organi- 
zation of the Vigilance Committee. Mulligan 
had numerous bar-room encounters, always 
getting away with hi* man. 

Tbe Vigilance Committee finally got their eve 
on ‘ Billy,” and he, with several others, were 
c< mpelled to make tracks to this city for the 
safely of their lives. They managed to get off 
in a steamer the verv day that "Cora” and “Ca- 
sey" were hung. He, ho doubt, would have | 
met the same fate had he remained twenty-four 1 
h< nrs longer in the city. 

For some time after "his return to this citv he 
kept quite retired, but fina’ly broke loose chal- 
lenging a b«>eus French count named De Revere, 
tie latter having become quite notorious bv 
running away with the wife and daughter of a 
Mobile merchant, and takiDg refuge at the 
“Napoleon Hotel,” in Hoboken. In 1860 he 
tiecame engaged in a fight with Morrissey, in a 
saloon in Broadway, and was arrested The 
same >car he weut "to England, and on his re- 
turn. attempted to shoot officer Oliver at No 
676 Broadwav. He was tried for this offense 
before Judge Gould, on the 10th of September, 
and rent to Sing Sing State Prison for four years 
and six mom hs Previous to hi* departure to 
the State Prison, he was married to a young 
woman named Mary A. Lewis, who kept a"hou*e 
ot prostitution in Houston street Mary had 
been a devoted lriend to Mulligan daring a brief 
fit of si kness, and he had promised to marrv 
her. His arrest put off the appointed time, but, 
upon finding that he wa* probably to remain in 
prison for tbe fall term, Mary’ concluded to 
Lave tbe ceremonies performed before he was 
sent up. 

Tbr- ugh tlie effort* of James T. Brady and 
Richard Busteed, his counsel, Mulligan, after 
four mouths at bis new home, was liberated— 
it being shown that witnesses had been brought 
forward to swear falsely in order to get him oat 
of the way. as he was interested in the B- wt 
crick will care. Soon after the war broke out 
Mulligan, together with Andy Sheehan, rai* d 
a regiment — its headquaitere being opposite 
Lxftoette Hall; Mul igan was elected L eaten- 
act-Colonel. bnt a strong opposition was made 
against the regiment at Albany, and tbe G >v 
ernor finallv refared to c immis-ion the officers, 
the result of which the regiment, which mu* 
tired over eight hundred men, was disbanded 
Mulligan then raised a cavalry company, wh-ch 
was reported to be the b dy guard to llaj - 
Gen Fremont. He mustered’ about one hun- 
dred men and took thtui out West, where Bp n 
being sworn in they were transferred to another 
regiment and Mulligan discharged. On hi* re- 
turn he received word from his brother in Cali- 
fornia to come on, and in December, 1863. sail- 
ed tor San Francisco. Shortly after his arrival 
in California he became engaged in several 
street fights, and finally got involved in a quar- 
rel with one William Coleman, which resulted 
in a duel, at Reese River. In April last. Five 
shots were exchanged, Coleman being wounded 
in the band and thigh. They were then in- 
duced to shake hands, and both returned to the 
city. Mnlligan was making arrangements to 
return to Nrw York thl* month, but he has re- 
turned to that home from which no weary trav- 
eler returns. 

Science aj d Meat Paceino — A new process 
of salting meat is threatening to displace the 
methods at present in general use. Tnat tbe 
world moves will no longer be doubted by auv 
ODe who observes the process, as we did yester- 
day. It Is the invention or discovery ot John 
Morgan, professor of anatomy in the Royal 
College of Surgery, Ireland, snd bids fair to 
revolutionize the process ot salting and caring 
meat, os now practised. 

That the invention Is valuable is shown in 
the fact that a company has purchased the right 
to use it in the State of Texas, and has gone to 
Houston to pat ap large packing houses, and 
that another company has gone to Montevideo 
for like purpose. The process of preserving tbe 
meat consit-ts literally in injecting tbe animal 
with strong brine. He is killed by a blow upon 
tbe tkul! His breast is opened. An Incision 
in one ventricle of the heart lets oat tbe venous 
blood, and just as an anatomist injects a body, 
the hog or the steer is injected with salt. An 
incision Is made into the right side of it either 
the right ventricle or auricle, and directly an- 
another into the left side (the left ventricle); 
the blocd from the right side (venous) and from 
the left (arteria) immediately rushes out. 
When It bas ceased flowing, a pipe is intro- 
duced Into the incision In the left ventricle, and 
so into the aorta, or great vessel leading 
through the body, L e , the trunk of the circu- 
latory tree, and is there firmly retained. This 
pipe can be connected by a coupling with a 
Ftop-cock fixed to a flexible tubing, twenty to 
twenty-five feet long, and this tubing commu- 
nicates with a tank raised the height of tbe 
length of the tube, into which brine and a little 
nitre is put when well strained (about one gal- 
lon to the cwt). The stop-cock Is connected to 
tbe pipe in tbe aorta, and tbe fluid let on; it 
rushes out at the incision In the right side of 
the heart, after traversing all the circulatory 
organs, in four or five sec >nds In sheep, swine, 
and such like, and proportionately less in the 
former, will have all run through. It thus 
clear* the vessels and capillaries, and preparing 
tor the *t con d stage, which is performed 
Firnplv bv clot-lnsr tbe Incision in the right side 
with a Btre ng sliding forceps. This renders tbe 
circulatory sys'tm perfect as originally, bnt 
with the vessels free and ready to receive the 
preservative fluid. 

Into the tank above alluded to tbe final ma- 
terials used were Introduced, and turned on as 
before when rushing through, and thus filling 
<be circulatory tree, the opening in the right 
*ide being now stopped np, the fluid over-d’s 
tends the hitherto empty vessels, the flash 
around the capillaries takes up the fluid In 
e verv part, and it, as well as every tissue in the 
body. Is thus saturated with preservative fluid 
Whatever may be ured, a fe w minutes suffices 
for the whole operation. 

Two fat hogs were thus operated upon on 
Thursday, at the packing-house of tbe Messrs 
Alburger. in the presence of a number of sci- 
entific gentlemen. Among them w-re Drs. 
Weir, Mitchell, Hartshorne, and Heritage, 
snd almost every one connected with tbe 
pork and beet-packing trade in this citv. 
flie pipe containing the injectory fluid 
was inserted into the left ventricle of the 
animal's heart. When the operator removed 
it, and the quadruped was suspended iu butch- 
er’s style, even to the end of the tail and the ex- 
tremities of the ears the salt had penetrated 
This was proved by tasting. Tbe idea is that 
the salt is driven through the entire circu'at try 
srstem, entering into tbe minutest capillaries, 
as tbe blood had done before, and thn* salts the 
entire carcase In a few moments. How far thl* 
is a success remains to be seen. Iu New York, 
we understand, a large packing-house employs 
the process with signal success. The subjects 
of Thursday’s experiments were fat hogs. With 
beeves the process Is more certain, and easier 
of application. There will be a further exhibi- 
tion of the improvement very shortly, of which 
a pair of steers will be used in illustration. Mr. 
Alburger, wbo lent the use of his convenient 
premires for the experiment, expresses a most 
favorable opinion of the improvement, and it 
remains only to see tbe condition four or five 
days hence of the carcases that we saw pre- 
pared on Thursday afternoon. 

Mcrdkr.— T he eteamer General Buell arrived 
later than usual yesterday morning, ou account 
of a dense fog which prevailed. She brought 
up over eight hundred soldiers, many of them 
of tbe 3d Ohio cavalry. During the night it 
was discovered lhat a negro boy, seventeen 
years of age, name unknown, had appropriated 
a bundle of clothing which had been the prop- 
erty of a soldier who had lost his life by drown- 
ing in a Southern river.

The following account ol the naval engage- 
ment on the river Panama is givea in the Jour 
nal Dereciflcate: At 8 A. M. the Paragutvan 
vessels were within reach of their enerav, and 
at once opened a furious fire. The Brasilian 
account, the only one which bas reached us, ad- 
mits tb.it the Paraguayans fought with the ut- 
most bravery. The result for sometime wes 
doubtful, until the Brazilian steamer Amiz »- 
niae being converted into a ram, m ule a terri- 
ble havoc am< ng the enemy's fleet, sinking 
three steam rs— the Paraguay, Stilo*. and 
Jeghey, and one floating battery, and compell- 
ing the other steamers, which were likewise 
considerably damaged, to retire. The battle 
last, d till 4 o'clock P. M. 

Tbe Paraguatans, who supported the fire of 
their fleet by a land battery of SO guns, are re- 
ported to have lost 1,500 men of their *qaadron, 
and 500 of tbe land batten The Br.zl ian* 
(Etlma'e their lose at about 300 killed, wound* d, 
and Hii*Fing. Not! ing could exceed the fero- 
cious valor of tbe Paraguayans. They all seem- 
ed determined to conquer or die. 

Amorg the prisoners who also fell ioto the 
bonds of the Brazilians was Robel. commander 
of tbe Salton, one of the sunken steamers and 
a b 1 otber of the Commanding G*nera' of the 
Parag nan army in Corientee. His wounds was 
tende>ly dressed by the Commander in-Chiet of 
the Brazilian fleet, Barroea. bnt R -bel, with hb 
teeth, tore off the bandage* from his woutd*, 
preferring death to captivitv. M fi of the 
commander* of the Paraguan veesesl are among 
the dead. The whole of the artillery, ammuni- 
tion, banners, and an immense war material 
fell into the hards ot the victor*.

A collision occurred between the Pewabec 
and Meteor at balf pasi eight o'clock Wednes- 
day evening, six miles from shore. The Pewa- 
bec was struck on her port bow jnst aft the 
pilot-house, and sank in three or four minute*. 
Tbe boats were running at full speed, acd struck 
with such terrible forte as to crush in the entire 
bow wf the Pewabec. 

At the time of the accident it was scarcely 
dark, and the )>oata saw each other six miles 
apart. When approaching they exchanged 
signals, nnd the Pewabec bore off to pass; but 
the Mt-te r, from some asyet to us unexplained 
reason, turned in the same direction and stru fit 
the Pewabec 

A number were killed by the crashing timber. 

A tew passer gers jumped on board the Meteor 
before tbe Pewakic sunk. Life-boats were im- 
mediately lowered from the Meteor, and picked 
up those who were not carried down with tbe 
wreck. From 175 to 200 pa-seugers on b >a-d 
the Pewabic the namt* of 75 passengers and 23 
of the crew were saved. The known lues of 
life canrot be correctly ascertained yet, bat will 
be near 100. 

Tbe Meteor remained near the sunken disas- 
ter till morning in hopes of picking np any 
persons that might be still floating on pieces of 
the wreck, but none were found 
Tbe propeller Mohawk, in passing down, 
took on board the survivors from the Meieor 
and brought them to this city The Meteor was 
bat siigtiy frjated and continued her trip to 
Lake Superior.

The Washington Republican saw: 

According to the records of the Smithsonian 
Institution, the storm of )a*t Saturday wa*. In • 
some respects, very remarkable. The quantity 1 
of water which fell in little more than half an 
hour was greater than has been observed to ! 
fall in the same space of time for the last fifteen 
\ears, or since the erection of the building. 1 
Thb fact was shown by the overflowing of a 
tank UDder tbe root "the ontiet of which 
bas aiwavs before been sufficient to discharge 
tbe surplus water. 

Tbe actual amount of rain, as measured in 
tbe gauge, was nearly five inches, or about one- 
eighth part of that which fall in a year. Daring 
a considerable part of the time tbe water did 
not tall in drops, but apparentlv in connected 
masses, which produced, by its concussion, 
deep excavations in tbe ground. Tbe whole 
amount of water falling on the roof of the 
Smithsonian building was nearly nine thousand 
cnbic feet. 

Daring the storm there was a continuous roar 
of thunder, resembling tbe passage of a nnm 
her of railway trains at a distance, with occa- 
sional explosions of great intensity. The t Sun- 
der undoubtedly was at a great elevation, and 
we have beard ot no cases in which the light- 
ning struck the earth in thb vicihity. a fact 
which may, perhaps, be attributed to the con- , 
r eefed streams of water from the clouds, which 
affered a free passage to the silent discharge of 
electricity to tbe ground. 

The great altitude at which the electrical dis- 
charges took place is also further evinced by 
the hail which fell in different parts of the city, 
but of which the stones were inferior In size io 
tfioee of the storm which occurred a lew years 
ago. 

A Woman with Two Hcsrands. — T hb case, 
before Justice Connelly, was one of canons 
ard rather amnsfrg interest. Albert A Ches- 
t rough, of 301 West Seventeenth street ap- 
peared. snd with hb wife, the abducted lady, 
accused Henry Depew. alias Geo. Smith, bf 
baaing stolen a portion of tbe woman's cloth- 
ing.

Depew, deprived by law of the society of her 
lord snd tna-ter. concluded to supply "hb place 
with Albert J. Chesbrough.
